New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
coiBity clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
lareviously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
vdiere there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

Hie purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
vidiom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
stafemenf of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must tile. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What Is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identity 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names tile new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-fi!e under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for tour weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after tiling. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8 . QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1 , 1971. adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July I, 1971, 

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalt/ will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained tor this tiling and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of tiling and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing tee tor the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the tour insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
tees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk tor 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
tiling with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge tor each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a tiled fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when tiling is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-tiling is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been an/ "change in 
Information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in tiling and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11-Inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided It embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma/ be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1 , 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new tilings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential preof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication tour times 
In a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law?

Drug Abuse And 
Minority Groups 


Part Two 


For Uhicanos and Asian- 
Americans, the drug scene 
can be as different as tam¬ 
ales and tempura. 

Co.ntrasti.ng the ghe 11 o 
with affluent suburbia, some 
■narcotics addiction patterns 
are as distinct as black and 
white. 

One element — a feeling 
of estrangement as “second 
class citizens” — seems to 
be implicated in drug abuse 
by members of different 
minority groups. 

Nevertheless, there are 
many common denominators 
of addiction, regardless of 
race, culture and social sta¬ 
tus. 

Such are the conclusiotvi 
of a recent seminar at the 
Universit yof Southern Cali- 
lornia School of Social Work 
which exami ,n e d "Drug 
Abuse Among Adolescents 
and Young Ad'ults: Socio- 
Ethnic Considerations.” 

Participants in the dis¬ 
cussions incl'uded represent¬ 
atives of the Black, Mexican- 
American, Asian - American, 
and American Indian com¬ 
munities. 

Prof. John G. Milner of the 
use School of Social Work, 
who conducted the sessions 
in association with Mrs. 
Marguerite Phillips, also of 
the faculty, enumerated for 
a use Intei-viewer several 


areas of agreement by all 
minority group participants: 

There is no one reason 
why individuals start using 
drugs. There is no character¬ 
istic-user pcrsonalily. There 
is no inevitable outcome; 
that is, some of those most 
severely addicted seem to 
have the best chance of 
being rehabilitated. There is 
.no single pattern in which 
a drug habit progresses, noi¬ 
ls there any single treat¬ 
ment that Is best. 

Each minoriy group feels 
that addicts have the best 
chance to be helped toward 
withdrawal by ;persons of 
their own race in local, 
community-based facilities. 

Most feel that the anti- 
drug literature and propa¬ 
ganda issued by the govern¬ 
ment and' police agencies to 
a large extent is filled with 
myths instead of facts and 
may be doing more harm 
than good. They said most 
of the information show.s 
a .ninsensitivity to the drug 
problem and puts consider¬ 
able stress on the dangers of 
drug-taking. The fact is, 
they agreed, that to a 
youngster who is seeking an 
exciting experience, the dan¬ 
ger element makes the 
prospect of drug-taking all 
the more attractive. 

Another common thread- is 
the increasing turn to reli¬ 
gion by addicts them-selves 


to help handle their with¬ 
drawal from drugs. 

The addict is the victim of 
a crushing loneline&s and 
alienation from “straight” 
society. Rehabilitation i s 
best served when the addict 
is able to make .new friend¬ 
ships during the period of 
withdrawal. He ca.n' be 
lielpod most whc.n parents 
and other family members 
■stcind behind him during 
rehabilitation. 

Arrests and incarceration 
are no solutions to the drug 
problem. 

Most feel that if society 
were reall.v committed to 
eliminating the drug prob¬ 
lem, it could be done to a 
major degree by moving in 
on “big business,” particu¬ 
larly the pharmaceuti c a 1 
manufacturers. 

A devastating problem at 
present is the .small num¬ 
ber of available rehabilita¬ 
tion facilities and' services. 
When an' addict is ready to 
quit, he needs help imme¬ 
diately. If he is placed on 
a long waiting list, as is 
commonly the case, the right 
psychological moment might 
be lost, and so perhaps, is 
his withdrawal.
